Personal Vengeance Probed 
Dynamite Blast Leaves No Clues In Southampton 


Uflpr Southampton police to­ 
day continued their investigation 
of the explosion of throe sticks 
of dynamite placed outside a 
watchman's trailer Monday 
But police admitted that at this 
point thor haven t a thing to go 
on. 


The explosion 
11:30 pm. Monday, seconds after 
watchman Lee Simmons picked 
up the three sticks of dynamite 
wrapped in a man s gray and blue 
sock and tossed it away from the 
triller. Simmons. 38. had been 
sitting in the trailer with another 


watchman. William Rohrbough. 
33. at Rcnda Nenna-Fram. a sew­ 
er construction company on Coun­ 
ty Line Band near the Pennsy l­ 
vania Turnpike, when they heard 
something drop outside the door 
Investigating after they smelled 
something 
burning. 


picked up the loaded sock. heard 
a soiling noise pwl then toned 
it into an area away from the 
trailer and construction equip­ 
ment 
The dynamite blast went off 
rocking the area 


and breaking a truck window and 
dislodging some truck panels. 
Police believ e that someone may 
have a persona) grudge against 
the watchman. The company said 
it did not know of any disgruntled 
persons who may have welded to 
take vengeance against the com­ 


pany. It said that no employes 
had been fired recently and that 
its public relations appeared to 
bt good. 
Police said the investigation is 
up against a wall as far as iden­ 
tifying the dynamite is concerned 


because the explosion left “not a 
trace ofit ” 
Police said that from Simmons’ 
description of the sticks and the 
evidence of the explosion on the 
ground, they believe the dyna­ 
mite was the kind which usually 
comes in to inch long sticks

other district by 1965. No district 
can have less than that number. 
Bristol Borough presently has 
about 1.800. 
The two officials were Saverino 
Stesanon. director of research for 
the department, and John D. Kil­ 
lian 3rd. deputy attorney general 
for Public Instruction. 
They were queried because the 
Bristol school board was told last 
night that it possibly could be 
exempted because of “topographi­ 
cal" reasons. 
Killian quoted from the Act, 
passed by the 1961 state legisla­ 
ture, to he extent that the mini­ 
mum mandated pupil population 
for any school administrative dis­ 
trict will be 4.000 except where 
certain factors such a topography 
are relevent. Then it can have 
as few as 2.500, but no fewer. 
Stesanon defined the reference 
to topography as meaning that 
“ a township or district might be 
split because there my be a moun­ 
tain between the two. or a river, 
ai d transportation woukl be diffi­ 
cult." 
Topographical maps and studies 
at Lower Bucks County indicate 
no such mountain or river between 
Bristol Borough and its sole ad­ 
joining district. Bristol Township 
and the Delhaas jointure. 
Other features also can be rele­ 
vant in reducing the size of a 
1965 district to 2,500 according to 
the section of the Act which Kil­ 
lian quoted. These include the 
sotho . economic situation, exist­ 
ing buildings, existing adminis­ 
trative units, potential population 
changes and other transportation 
difficulties than topographical.

The last three are the major at­ 
tractions in the town today, each 
achieved through solid work and 
dedicated benefactors. 
Fountain llause 
The Fountain House, No. 27, is a 
fine 18th Century inn that stands 
at the “crossing of two great 
roads" now State and Main Sis. 
It is well into its Second century. 
The first tavern was licensed at 
this location to William Doyle in 
1745. 
Replaced later by a more com­ 
modious building, it was called 
at various times the “ Doylestown 
Hotel,” The “Fox Chase” and in 
1867, William Corson, landlord, 
named it the "Fountain House," 
as a small fountain was placed 
over the old well, 
In the days of Bucks County's 
military glamour, Doylestown was 
a militia center. A capacious ball­ 
room on the second floor of the 
hotel w as the scene of many spec­ 
tacular military balls, 


The Mercer Museum, lour map 
No, 28, is Doylestown** greatest 
attraction, drawing visitors from 
all over the world. It was found­ 
ed and built by the work and in­ 
fluence (rf two dedicated men. 
General W. W. ll. Davis and Dr. 
Henry Chapman Mercer. General 
Davis, the editor of the Doyles­ 
town Democrat, founded County 
Historical Society 
and was in­ 
strumental in securing the land 
and the Elkins building at the 
corner 
of 
Pine 
and 
Ashland 
street*. 


Dr, 
Henry 
Chapman 
Mercer 
erected the adjoining unique ce­ 
ment building which houses the 
collection “Tools of the Nation 
Maker", more than 25,000 articles 
and implements used by early 
Bucks Countian in their daily 
life. There is a priceless library 
of books, old newspapers and pic­ 
tures.

“ Fonthill” No. 3® on the tour 
folder is also the work of Dr. 
Mercer. He constructed hts home 
as he did the museum, “entirely 
from the interior”, as he said, 
"the exterior not being consid­ 
ered until all the rooms had been 


imagined and sketched a f t e r 
which blocks of clay represent­ 
ing the rooms were piled on a 
table, set together and modeled 
into a general outline. After a 
good many changes in the pro­ 
file . . . a model was made to 
scale ami used till the building 
was completed ” The tiles were 
made in Mercer*s Moravian pot 
tery. 
The strange house was the sum 
of all Dr. Mercer’s travels and 
dreams To quote his description, 
"the heavy outer doors are made 
of oak from planks from the old 
covered bridge at Chalfont (Pa.) 
and adapted from doors at Horn­ 
by Castle, Yorkshire. The interior 
doors of the same construction are 
barked with cross battens from 
doors seen by me in 1886 at Dur 
enstein in upper Austria 
The door nails were made in 
Doylestown by a blacksmith ami 
the hinges and hinge hooks from 
old Bucks County barns . . , The 
Morning Room was panelled with 
old Doylestown doors of varying 
dates and styles between 1780 and 
185P ” 
There is nothing Uke these two 
buildings in the whole world and 
Doylestown has them.
